COMMENT: How often do I 
receive such notes from peo-| 
ple. It's nice to know that we}! 
aren't taken for granted, as 
we sometimes seem to be. You 
can liken it to the youngster 
when he leaves home on his 
first long trip. His father and| 
mother are just old fuddy- 
duddies when he is safely at} 
home. Not until he has to be| 
on his own does he realize) 
how much he depends on them 

But cheer up, Mrs. H., al- 
though parting is such sweet! 
sorrow, I guarantee that you 
will soon find a doctor who— 
after time has healed the hurt 
—mMeasures up to the one you) 
left back home. Doctors die; | 
or they retire; or they move} 
away. Patients are kind 
enough to remember them for 
many years. You don’t know 
how much we appreciate it. 

But soon you will be saying,

Costs For High 


Price of Drugs 


Toronto — (UPI) — H. J.| 
Brown, President of the Can- 
{adian Pharmaceutical Manu- 
|facturers’ Association, cited 
high research costs for the 
high price of drugs in a speech 
{in Toronto Monday afterncon. 

Speaking in defense of drug 
prices, Brown told Ontario 
Druggists that no one denies 
| drugs are costly. But, he said, | 
this is because they are expen- 
sive to discover and put on the 
market. 

Brown said that last year 
| North American drug firms ex- 
amined some 114-thousand dif- 
ferent chemical substances in 
their laboratories for new drug 
potential. He said probably 
less than 40 of these will ever 
become prescription drugs. 

Brown also said drugs have 
risen in price more slowly than 
other commodities, and, in fact, 
in view of the reduced purch- 
asing power of the dollar due 
to inflation, prices have re- 
mained remarkably stable. | 

In defending the use of 
brand names, Brown said “‘it is 
important to the physician be-| 
cause he knows that the brand| 
name of a reputable manufac- 
turer is his assurance that no} 
chances are being taken which 
might jeopardize his patient's 
safety and his own reputation 

“Tt is important also to} 
the patient because he iis) 
assured that he will get exact 
ly the drug ordered by the phy- 
sician, no matter where he tak- 
es the prescription to be filled.”

MUNICIPALITIES AND THEIR SPENDING NEEDS 

Hon. Poul Dozois, Minister of Municipal Affairs for 
the province of Quebec, is quoted as saying, in a special 
message, that if banking restrictions are prolonged for 
many more months corporations may be forced to under- 
take works only when the required money 1s on hand, 

Such a move, he warned, could hinder their dev- 
elopment and he reminded municipal administrators 
that it is more important than ever to practice sound 
finance and maintain well balanced budgets. 

This is eminently sound advice; and it is a some- 
what refreshing ‘attitude for the Quebec cabinet minis- 
ter to take. Some other provincial authorities have con- 
tened themselves with criticizing the Bank of Canada 
and/or the federal government for conditions which 
make it difficult for municipalities to finance, at econ- 
omic rates of interest, their spending requirements. 

The question is, what are the spending requirements 
of municipalities? and how necessary are they in the 
light of intelligent budgetting? ‘ 

There are times when municipalities must pay special 

- attention to- cutting their cloth to fit their suit. The 
present juncture is just such a time. 


FIREARM SAFETY 

The Ganaraska Fish and Game Club is to be con- 
gratulated on its sponsorship of safety training courses 
for would-be hunters. The number of hunting accidents 
which takes place yearly is in some Ways even more 
shocking than the higher automobile accident death toll. 

Automobiles are a necessity in modern life, and 
they must be used by most people in the normal course 
of their business, while hunting is nearly always a sport. 
That people should die as a result of carlessness on 
the part of themselves or others while indulging in a 
sport is particularly tragic. 

Like automobiles, firearms are extremely danger- 
ous, and it is high time some knowledge of their proper 
use was a requirement for a license to carry them, 

Within the last few years farm animals have been 
killed by stray bullets not far outside Port Hope, and 
many other carelessly fired shots have luckily found no 
living mark, though many people have been near enough 
to hear the bullets whine. 

A further step the Ganaraska Club might well take 
in the interests of the community is to do its best to 
discourage underage youths from carrying firearms. A 
22 rifle in the hands of a careless 14-year old, or for 
that matter a careless adult, can kill a human being just 
as quickly as the biggest hydrogen bomb.

USE OF SALT ON HIGHWAYS A BONE 
OF CONTENTION 

Use of salt on highways and streets during winter 
in order to facilitate safe movement of traffic has be- 
come such a matter of contention the Department of 
Highways draws attention to an experiment that was 
conducted in Rochester, N.Y. that sharply pointed up 
the pros and cons of the salt question. 

During one snowstorm this winter Rochester, a 
city of 350,000 population, used no salt in its snow 
clearance program. Only snow plows were used. 
Rochester officials, like road and highway officials 
throughout Ontario, were constantly under fire from 
individuals and groups who objected to the use of salt, 
complaining that it caused corrosion of automobile 
metal as well as deterioration of sidewalks and roads. 

In order to discover what would be the effect on 
traffic of a‘ ‘no salt policy, the city manager and com- 
missioner of public works agreed to us no salt, only 
plows, during one snow storm. 

This experiment, which is described in an Ameri- 
can municipal magzaine, was undertaken by the two 
men on their own. No one was advised of the experi- 
ment because the unbiased reactions of police officials, 
traffic engineers and the jublic was wanted. 

The two officials who initiated the experiment re- 
ported that this is what happened. 

“By afternoon, with dropping temperatures, the 
complaint bureau and ice and snow control office were 
flooded with complaints from police officials, transit 
company, our own supervisory personnel and many 
private citizens. « 5 

“The superintendent of street cleaning said con- 
ditions would become intolerable unless valt was used. 
And the remarks and statements of individuals were 
acrid. 

The order was given to salt the streets and, the 
Teport continues, the hazardous conditions were Te- 
lieved after one run of the salt spreaders. An hour 
later the city was back to normal, 

F. Dow Hamblin, the commisisoner of public works, 
explained that the no-salting test had been conducted 
under conditions which gave a maximum possibility for 
success, A 

“Yet in a period of half-an-hour driving conditions 


in the city deteriorated from good to intolerable, he 
said. 


“We are convinced that salt, properly used with 
plowing, is still best for snow and ice control.” 

In the discussions surrounding use of salt in 
Ontario there have been frequent references to the 
use of chemical additives to inhibit the corrosive action 
of salt. The Department points out that for years — 
ever since salt began to be used in any quantity 
there has been a constant search for an effectvie in- 
hibiting additive. The Ontario Department of High- 
ways has one of the most effective materials research 
labs on the continent, Staffed by experts. In their 
search for an efficient additive they have found in every 
case that either the material was not sufficently ef- 
fective to be worth using or, if it had promise of effect- 
lveness, the cost was prohibitive,

Re-Pot Ferns 

In February 
Ferns thrive in medium light 


and should not be exposed to} 


strong sunlight. An east, west 
or north window is a good lo- 
cation. A suitable soil mix- 
ture is three parts loam, one 
part sand, one part leafmould 
or peat, and one part well-rot- 


ted manure, according to hor-| 


ficulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. 
The plants may need watering 
daily or only every three or 
four days depending upon the 
temperature-and humidity, but 
they should not stand in water. 

Keep ferns out of draughts. 
They are easily damaged by 
brushing against the tips of the 
fronds and are very susceptible 


to scale and mealy bug . Apply i 


a weak application of complete 
liquid fertilizer every few 
weeks once the plants are est- 
ablished in their pots. 


Re-pot the plants in Febru- 
ary. Remove the plant from the 
pot and cut off (do not pull off) 
the fronds close to the crown. 
Loosen the roots and separate 
the plants. Then re-pot all the 
ferns in one pot, or separate as 
desired. The crown should be 
almost covered with soil.

More fatal shooting accidents 
occur through the use of .22 
calibre rifles than any other 
single firearm. This was cited 
by S. C. Simons, co-ordinator 
Hunter Safety Training Pro- 
gram, Ontario Dept. ands and 
Forests. 

Now residing at Weston, Mr. 
Simons was paying a flying vis- 
it to the department’s Lindsay 
branch when he was interview- 
ed regarding progress of the) 
program. 

Mr. Simons said he {s con- 
yinced the program will fulfill 
a vital need in training young 
people how to properly handle 
firearms. He cited the high 
ratio of fatalities among .22 
calibre rifle users as evidence 

of the need for the program. 
The co-ordinator pointed out 
that most young people begin 
their hunting career with .22 
rifles and it was to teach them 
proper firearm handling tech- 
niques that the program had 
been designed. 

Accidents with other fire- 

arms were noticeably lower. 

Mr. Simons noted. He pointed 

to statistics for 1958 and 1959 

as supporting evidence. In 

1958 of the 16 shooting fatali- 

ties,, four involved shotguns, 
“one a high powered rifle and 

eleven .22 calibre rifles. In 

1959, to mid-November, nine 

fatalities resulted from the 

mishandling of .22 rifles. Two 
involved shotguns and two oth- 
ers high powered rifles.

“J wouldn’t want to sell this 
Polyphone,” Mrs. Oliver Jack- 
son remarked as she turned 
a large crank in the side of 
one of the music - making 
machines of her collection.

May Ihave space in your 
valued paper to voice my dis- 
approval of Councillor Hut- 
ton’s bitter attack on a group 
of students of the L. C. I. the 
account of which appeared in 
the issue of Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 13th. Mr. Hutton, the self- 
pointed mouth-piece of the 
striking pickets, wishing to do 
something very brave to dis- 
tinguish him from the mill-run 
of pickets, launched a bitter,

Silverwood plant to see the 
horses which were being exer- 
cised by the attendant, and at 
the same time there was a con- 
suming curiosity to see the 
pickets strutting around guard- 
ing the plant where they had 
been earning a livelihood but 
where they would not work 
themselves nor permit anyone 
else to do so since they had 
gone on strike. 

Councillor Hutton said “the 
ill mannered and arrogant be- 
havior of the students could 
have resulted in a very serious 
incident, at a time like this ev-

Progress for 


The year 1959 proved one 
of heartening progress for the 
county library. Both the circu- 
lation of books and increased 
interest in libraries could be 
seen. For the second year the 
county library was honoured by 
receiving the grant of $500 
made annually. by the Canad- 
ian Federation of University 
Women. This money is used 
to help encourage reading with 
children. The county library 
held a Children’s Literature 
Workshop in January, 1959, 
on four successive Wednes- 
day evenings — with outside 
speakers. In addition, a book 
display of some 500 recom- 
mended titles was arranged, 
and a mimeographed list of 
these books given to all attend- 
ing the workshop. The book- 
list is also available to others— 
incidentally we have had re- 
quests from many small lib- 
raries, ete. outside the county 
for the list. 

The village of Kirkfield 
which has long had a library 
now rejoices in a new build- 
ing for its library. But the lib- 
rary itself is changed. The 
township of Eldon recognizing 
that libraries are important to 
the welfare and progress of a 
community took over the lib- 
rary making it one for the 
whole hownship, giving it in- 
creased financial support and 
housing the library in the new 
municipal building. The same 
librarian, Mrs. H. Carr is ‘still 
there, and she tells of increas- 
ed interest in the library with 
many more members and the 
former members reading more. 

Nearly every library (of the 
eleven) in the county show an 
increase in 1959 in the numb- 
er of books being read. Two of 
the librarians retired Mrs. E. 
Varey of Cambray and Mrs. H. 
Keeler, of Manilla. They have 
been replaced by Miss Maria 
Wilkinson (Cambray) and Mrs. 
A. P. Macmillan (Manilla). 

The county library now loans 
books to 128 classrooms, an 
increase of 14 over 1958. Large 
increases in circulation were 
shown by nearly every town- 
ship. Both Lindsay Collegiate 
and Fenelon Falls High show- 
ed substantial increase in the 
number of county books used. 

The Victoria County Gaol 
now receives books from the 
county library.

The lives of 18 million diabetics throughout the world have been saved and lengthened 
because of the dramatic discovery of insulin in 1921 by the youthful Canadian research 
team of Frederick Banting and Charles Best. Bold vision, uncompromising intellect 
and devoted teamwork combined to conquer a hitherto fatal disease and a new era in 
médical research was begun. Dr. Best, a dedicated science graduate of 23 at the time 
he worked on the great experiment which resulted in the isolation of the hormone insulin 
and the demonstration that it could be used to control the blood sugar content of 
diabetic patients, went on to become a world authority on insulin and an eventful 
career in the realm of scientific research which has brought him a battery of honours 
and awards unparalled in Canadian medical history. Born in Maine, U.S.A., in 1899, 
the son of native Nova Scotians (whose ancestors came from England at the time of 
the founding of Halifax in 1749) Charles Herbert Best entered the University of 
Toronto in 1916 receiving his first in a long series of academic degrees in 1921. He

THE BARRICADES ARE DOWN 

The barricades in the centre of Algiers are down 
now and French president Charles De Gaulle’s prestige 
is up a couple of notches. 

There is new hope that the five-year-old Moslem 
revolt in Algeria finally may be settled under new De- 
Gaulle emergency powers. 

But De Gaulle's unquesioned victory over the in- 
surrectionists in Algeria .. the French settlers and their 
folowers . . . also has revived doubts about France it 
self. ; 

De Gaulle’s victory in Algeria was strictly a per- 
sonal one. It therefore raised the question of the real 
strength of the new French Fifth Republic. What would 
happen to it with De Gaulle’s passing and if in reality 
the fifth republic actually was not a ‘De Gaulle Re- 
public?” ‘ 

There’s also the question of France's place in the 
North Atlantic Alliance and her reliability as a partner 
in the western defense setup. 

Last week, the threat of civil war hung over France, 
worried NATO members conferred on what their action 
should be in the event the threat became a reality. 

Closely related to the same problem would be the 
influence the French might or might not be able to 
wield in a summit meeting with Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev. 

And finally, there is the question of Algeria itself. 

De Gaulle’s victory in Algeria apparently was clear 
cut. He had granted the dissidents nothing and he had 
made clear his determination to push ahead with his 
self-determination plan. He also had made clear his con- 
dience that . . . under the proper conditions . . . the 
vast majority of Mosiems in Algeria would vote to con- 
tinue a close association with France. 

But win, lose or draw, the Algerian uprising once 
more had put world attention on the issue of colonial- 
ism when that form of civilization was becoming increas- 
ingly unpopular. 

It was tailor-made for Communist propaganda. 

De Gaulle’s problem in Algeria was three-fold. 

He had dealt firmly with the “Colons,” the right- 
wing settlers who had tumbled nearly a dozen French 
governments. By their pressure tactics, they had raised 
the very real question as tu whether the French capital 
lay in Paris or Algiers. { 

When he fired Major-General Jacques Massu, hero 
of the Algerian Rightists, he began dealing with the army 
as a political force and turning it back to its real job 
+ . » Suppression of the Moslem rebellion. 

He still had left the rebellion itself, led by a goy- 
ernment-in-exile whose influence has been waning but 
which still insists that it will negotiate as the voice of 
Moslem Algeria. That problem DeGaulle still has.—{UPI) 


REDEFINITION OF PROFIT 

Dr. Austin Smith, formerly editor of the Journal 
of the American Medical Association, executive editor 
of the World Medical Association and President of the 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers Association of the 
United States, told a Montreal audience recently that 
there has been a “ridiculous redefinition of the word 
‘profit’, Referring to the full-scale assault on the 
pharmaceutical industry’s entire competitive system of 
production and distribution he pointed out that “Tak- 
ing only the ratio of cost of raw material to the retail 
cost of a finished preparation, packaged and ready to 
be sold from the druggist’s shelf, critics calculated 
some understandably spectaciilar but not accurately 
indicative percentage figures and then gave them the 
label of ‘profits’ or ‘markup’ , . . On such a basis of 
calculation the Markup on a refrigerator would be 
several thousand per cent” 

The “ridiculous redefinition” referred to by Dr. 
Smith is frequently used to diseredit business and to 
maintain the fiction htat ‘profit’ is a dirty word. In a 
recent television address Hazen Argue, Federal House 
leader of the GCF, complained about the high cost of 
a set of dentures and referred to the fact that “the 
Taw material that went into the manufacture of a set 
of false teeth just l5c”. It could be argued just as 
successfully that the raw material in a hundred dollar 
Swiss watch is worth only a few cents — the cost of 
the steel. Surely no sensible persons believes that the 
cost of an article should be related by some mathmeti- 
cal formula to the cost of the Yaw material involved. 
Our yalue as human beings would not be rated very 
high on the basis of cost of the chemicals which go to 
take up our physical being. 

In the case of a neede deommodity it is concejy- 
able that there could be unreasonably high profits but 
where compeition exists this just can't happen. In any 
event, to base a consideration of profits on the cost of 
Taw materials alone in relation to selling price is simply 
ridiculous and marks such critics for what they are oa 


prejudiced opponents of our economic system of com- 
petitive enterprise,

Blanc Mange Inexpensive 

Makes Delightful) Dessert 

Blanc mange is the name us- 
ually given to a plain milk pud- 
ding thickened with flour or 
cornstarch. It is an inexpensive 
pudding and can be very delic- 
ious when cooked right. Many 
milk puddings are variations 
of blane mange. 

A good blane mange, or var- 
jation, is smooth as velvet, 
thick enough to hold its shape, 
and flavorful. 

Here are some of the com- 
mon faults of blanc mange and 
suggestions for avoiding them. 
To prevent lumps: mix flour (or 
cornstarch) and sugar thor- 
oughly add part of the milk 
cold to dry ingredients; cook 
over boiling water; stir con- 
tinuously as pudding thickens. 


.| To avoid having it too thick or 


too thin: follow a tested recipe; 
use standard measuring spoons 
and cup; use level measure- 


ments; cook required length; 


of time. 

To ensure good flavor, cook 
blanc mange for the required 
length of time, thus avoiding 
the taste of raw starch. Add 
flavoring after pudding is re- 
moved from the stove and 
slightly cooled. Such flavorings 
as vanilla, almond and lemon 
extracts evaporate when added 
to hot food. For extra flavor, 
plain blane mange may be 
served with fresh, frozen 
or canned fruit, maple syrup or 
chocolate sauce. 

Blane mange and variations 
are improved by beating after 
cooling slightly, according t9 
the Home Economics Service of 
the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture. This beating makes 
the pudding light and fluffy.

How To Prepare Salads 
That Will Be Enjoyed 

Use only fresh vegetables 
and fruits for salads. Wash 
them carefully and soak 
greens in cold water for a short 
time, to crisp, if necessary. 
Dry on a towel by draining. 

Store greens and salad vege- 
tables in the vegetable 
crisper of the refrigerat- 
or or wrap in a damp cloth, 
waxed paper or a plastic bag 
and store in a very cool place. 

All salad ingredients, includ- 
ing dressings, should be chill- 
ed. In fact, it is desirable to 
chill the salad bow! and serv- 
ing plates as well. 

Many salad ingredients may 
be prepared ahead of time but 
the salad should be mixed just 
before serving, advises the 
Home Economies Service of the 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Salad ingredients should be 
cut with a sharp knife, in unt 
form, well-defined pieces 
which are large enough to pre- 
vent loss of shape in mixing. 

Except where the recipe in- 
dicates otherwise, add dressing 
just before serving and use 
only enough dressing to coat 
the ingredients. Combine by 
mixing or tossing lightly. 

Taste before serving and ad- 
just seasoning if necessary. 

Arrange salad attractively in 
bowl or on plates. Garnish 
appropriately, using imagina- 
tion but avoiding over-decora- 
tion.

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Bethany (PNS) — Franklin 
School, known as Union School 
11 and 20 of Manvers and Cay- 
an townships, which has sery- 
ed that area for almost 100 
years has now been closed. 


The decision to close the 
school was made in November 
when a lack of pupils became 
apparent. Mr, and Mrs, An- 
drew Michie moved to Peter- 
borough in October with their 
six children. Mr. and Mrs. 
Harold White moved closer to 
Bethany, and their son Doug- 
las is attending the school here. 
That left only two pupils in the 
district — Joseph Clapper and 
William Hill, in grades five} 
and one respectively, and these 
two children are now being 
transported to Bethany school. ! 
Mrs. Percy Sarginson who 
had begun her tenth term in} 
teaching the school has now 
ben engaged as Principal of 
Matchett's School, Cavan 
township, teaching grades sev- 
en and eight. (There was over- 
crowding in Cavan schools and 
they were forced to make some 
changes there, necessitating 
an additional teacher.) - 


First School 

The first Franklin School 
was a small log structure situ- 
ated at the top of the big hill 
known as the Devil’s Elbow on 
the Cavan-Manvers boundary. 
A saw mill was set up there 
by Francis Lynn, in what is 
now the heart of the Bethany 
Ski Hills. The school built ar- 
ound 1846 was large enough 
to accomodate the 20 or so chil- 
dren of the families who set- 
tled around the sawmill, The 
first teacher was Robert Mor-| 
row, who held sway with a 
hickory stick that was never 
idle long enough to become 
dusty! These pupils sat on 
planks placed around the three 
walls of the room. They had 
to step over the planks to sit 
down and then they faced the 
walls. Between these planks 
and the walls was another 
plank high enough on which to| 
write. This served as a desk 
and it was slanted to permit 
easier writing. In the centre 
was a huge wood burning 
stove, fed with maple sticks 
four feet long. At the front 
there was a small blackboard 
and two windows. 

The present brick school 
was built in 1956. Just a short 
distance west of the Manvers- 
Cavan boundary on the 11th 
concession of Manvers, half an 
acre of land was purchased 
from James Fallis for a school 
site. There were numerous 
families of this name and 
James was known as “Jimmie, 
the Bush”. One of his sons was 
well known as “Red Williams” 
and another son entered the 
Ministry, Rev. John Fallis. His 
son, Rey. George Fallis was 
well known and for many years 
occupied the pulpit in Trinity 
Church, Toronto, moving from 
their to Vancouver, B.C.

With the closing of ile 
school, it would seem Franklin 
will become another ghost vil- 
lage; yet at one time it was a 
very busy spot and the area 
thickly populated. 

In 1856 there was a school, 
two churches, a grist mill, saw- 
mill, railway station, grain ele- 
vators, cattle yards,  black- 
smith shop, two general stores, 
two hotels and a post office. A 
family of McGuires had the 
first store, later owned by Mrs. 
J. Britain, Joseph Hadden, 
Henry Tripp, R. Blake, Thom- 
as Stewart, John Wright, Ted 
Fisher and Murray Spiers. 

The two hotels were owned 
by families of Flacks and Ly- 
tles. 

The two churches were of 
Wesleyan Methodist and the 
Bible Christian denominations, 
Old timers tell of the keen ri- 
valry between the members of 
these two sects, At one time 
the Bible Christians became 
annoyed at the Methodists and 
one night some of the young 
men went in a body and cut 
all the sills in the Methodist 
Church, expecting it to fall 
down. Before anything disas- 
trous happened one of the 
young men who had spent too 
many hours in the hotel, began 
boasting of what had been done 
and upon investigation, the da- 
mase was repaired, 

During this most prosperous) 


fime in the village, grain, 
cattle, hogs.and lumber were 
shipped to distant points. 

There are no authentic rec- 
ords to say just how Franklin 
received its name, but it is 
supposed that it was derived) 
from the name of the first saw 
mill owner, Francis (Frank) 
Lynn. The Midland Railway, 
‘ater known as Grand Trunk. 
was contructed in 1856 run-) 
ning just a little north of, 
where the present school is sit- 
uated and this name was given 
to the railway station. This 
railway ceased to operate 
through Franklin in 1928, The 
rival line of the Canadian Pa- 
cific put through its section in 
1911 passing by the little vil- 
lage, several miles to the west. 
The lifting of the railway seems 
to have been the beginning of 
the decline in population. 
Younger folk had to go further 
afield to seek employment. 

The church of the Bible 
| Christians was torn down many 
years ago and in 1931 the Meth- 
odist Church was closed for 
lack of membership. There is 
no business of any kind in 
Franklin now. The mail goes 
over the rural route from Befh- 
any, which has become the; 
shopping centre for the farm- 
jers of the community.

In 1957, Dr. Mackle stated, 
Ontario’s tourist trade was 
down 10 per cent from the 
previous year.

HEALTH BOARD SHOULD PRESS MATTER 

Members of the Lindsay Board of Health rightly 
expressed considerable concern at a meeting last week 
over the high bacteriological count found on the new 
beer glasses now in use in beverage rooms. The 
business of inspecting beverage rooms is, it was dis- 
closed, the task of the local Board of Health. We feel 
the local board must pursue this matter and take every 
available step to see that this situation is remedied as 
soon as possible. The local board said it would carry 
out occasional inspections and do the best they could. 
That is not good enough, especially where public health 
is concerned . . . It is learned that tests are now being 
conducted in the Provincial Laboratories at Toronto, 
which could result in the glasses with the outer white 
measuring ring being taken out of service. If as Dr. 
Crowe suggested the ring, near the top of the glass. 
which has a rough outer surface is the breeding ground 
for harmful bacteria, then we would respectfully sug- 
gest that these glasses be taken out of commission ... 
at once.

Lindsay Man Convicted 
Of Theft From Chain Store 


Magistrate R. I. Moore ex- 
pressed surprise this morning 
when he heard the lengths to 
which a chain store would go 
to help a shoplifter avoid trou- 
ble with the law. 

Testifying in a theft case, 
crown witness Hanvey Dawe 
told the court that sometimes 
‘Gf a guy’s smart” when he is 
caught trying to get something 
out of the store without paying 
for it, he will say: “Oh, I forgot 
this,” put it on the counter and 
pay for it. 

Dawe was giving evidence 
against Gary Ordidge of Lind- 
say charged with theft from 
Loblaw’s Grocerteria. Ordidge 
was convicted and remanded 
in custody one week for pre- 
sentence report. / 

The crown witness told th 
court he was assistant manager 
of the store and that he had 
watched Ordidge try to con- 
ceal a Thermos bottle, put it 
back and then conceal it a- 
gain on his person. Both the 
defendant's jacket and shirt 
were open at the front, he told 
the court. Dawe said that after 
Ordidge had checked through 
a number of other items pre- 
sented to the cashier in the us- 
ual way, he had asked Ordidge 
if he could wrap the Thermos 
for him. After some discussion, 
Dawe said he asked the de- 
fendant if he could see him at 
the back of the store. 

Crown Attorney Jordan ask- 
ed what Ordidge said when 
they went to the back of the 
store. 

Dawe replied saying he had 
asked Ordidge what he should 
do and the defendant said 
‘Give me life and lashes.” 

Dawe told the court that Ord- 
idge had also informed him he 
had never done anything like 
that before except when he had 
been intoxicated. “I would say 
the gentleman had been drink- 
ing on this occasion,” the wit- 
ness stated. 

Crown Attorney: “Probably 
that’s why he said “give me life 
and lashes.” 

Cross-examining Dawe, De- 


fense Counsel D. M. Thomson 
questioned him in detail as to 
how he knew Ordidge had a 
Thermos on his person. It was 
during this part of the hearing 
that Mr. Thomson asked Dawe 
why he asked the defendant 
certain questions about the 
Thermos in reply to which 
Dawe said “If a guy's smart, 
he'll say ‘I forgot this’, put it 
up and pay for it,” 

Mervyn Cook, also of Lob- 
laws staff, was the second 
crown witness called. He testi- 
fied that Dawe had asked him 
to remain in the office with 
Ordidge while he made a phone 
call (to the police), While there, 
Cook said his back was to Ord- 
idge and that he heard two 
plunks in the garbage pail 
which was near Ordidge. Later 
examination, he stated, reveal- 
ed the presence of a quarter 
pint of cream and a carton con- 
taining Listerene, which 
hadn’t been there before. These 
were exhibits two and three in 
the hearing. 

Orderly and Co-operative 

P. C. W. Bowes testified that 
although Ordidge appeared to 
have been drinking, on the 
whole he was quite orderly and 
co-operative. Asked if he knew 
the accused, Bowes said “not 
personally, our officers arrest- 
ed him a few years ago.” 

Defense Counsel Thomson 
told the court theft had nof 
been proven. He held that the 
articles entered as exhibits 
had never been removed from 
the premises .. . The Thermos 
had been left on the cashier's 
desk and the other articles left 
in the manager’s office .... 

Magistrate Moore: “I don’t 
go along with that ... You 
don’t have to get outside . ..” 

Mr. Thomson “You must be 
beyond the paying station . . . 
There is no evidence the accus- 
ed had attempted or intended 
to leaye the paying station.” 

After moving for dismissal, 
Mr. Thomson observed that 
even the assistant manager had 


intimated to the court that if 


the defendant had said “Oh,

Arrested at Minden by OPP

Holding that there had been 
no actual theft, Mr. Thomson 
was told by the magistrate that 
this was a matter of interpre- 
tation. 

In a final plea to the court, 
Mr. Thomson said: “Nothing 
ever happens to this man ex- 


cept when he gets drunk.”

HOW MUGH SLEEP IS ENOUGH? 

Even fifteen minutes can spell the difference be- 

tween a refreshing night’s sleep or a day spent yawn- 

“ing, February Reader’s Digest reports. Pnough nights 
without adequate sleep, it adds, can lead to severe 
emotional and mental damage. 

Author Robert O’Brien states that studies show 
that when we are not fully awake, we are not in our 
right minds. 

How much sleep is enough? Dr. George B. Steven 
son of the National Association for Mental Health says, 
“A)I human beings need a minimum of six hours’ sleep 
to be mentally healthy. Most people need more.” 

Scientists have determined that a brain deprived of 
sleep will make any sacrifice to get it. After a few 
hours without sleep, the brain begins to “steal” fleet- 
ing seconds of slumber. As sleepless hours increase 
the lapses become longer, perhaps three or four 
seconds. In a speeding automobile or on a complex 
job such lapses can spell disaster. 

If you are a chronic stay-up-later, the Digest warns 
you had better not rely on that proverbial “one good 
night” to put you back in shape. Psychologists have 
found that at least two full nights and preferably more 
are necessary to bounce back from one four-hour night. 


HOW IT ALL BEGAN 

The Olympic Games, part of which will be held in 
Squaw Valley, Cafilornia, this month, were so im- 
portant to the ancient Greeks that they were used 
to measure time. World Book Encyclopedia explains 
that the original games were foot races in honor of 
Zeus, king of the Greek gods. 

In the 300’s B.C. it became customary to mark 
time in “Olympiads”, the periods of four years between 
celebrations of the Olympic Games. All events were 
dated from 776 B.C., the date of the first recorded race. 
The custom disappeared about A.D. 440, after the 304th 
Olympiad. 

The Olympic festivals were originated by the 
people of Elis, a city-state on the plains of Olympia. 
Gradually, all the Greek city-states joined in the Olym- 
pics. Other contests, such as jumping, discus-throw- 
ing and chariot-racing, were added. As the city-states 
declined, athletes from other lands began to participate 
in the games. 

In about A.D. 60, the Roman emperor Nero en- 
tered the contests. One of the purposes >f the games 
was to glorify the individual, his skill and his sports- 
manship. But Nero was a poor athlete and by com- 
peting he lowered the standards. The games deteri- 
orated and by A.D. 394 they had become so corrupt 
that Emperor Theodosius abolished them. 

Centuries passed, while earthquakes and floods 
buried the plain under 20 feet of gravel and soil. When 
excavators found the ruins of the ancient stadium in 
1878, interest in the games was revived. In 1896 eight 
nations took part in the first Olympics of the modern 
age. —Uxbridge Times-Journal. 


GETTING YOUNGER 

On some date during 1960 the total of Canadians 
under 15 years of age will pass the six million mark. 
The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has just reported 
the 1958 total in that age gorup as 5,649,300, compared 
to 5,431,100 in 1957 and 5,214,210 in 1956. 

Since World War Two the under-15-years group, 
as a proportion of the total population, has increased 
from 27.6 per cent in 1945 to 33.2 per cent in 1958. So 
in 1960 something more than one-third of Canadians 
will be in this age category. 

Canada’s continuing high birth rate has been a 
surprise to the prognosticators, In the late thirties 
the rate stood at about 20 per 1,000 population. In 1947 
it hit a record high of 28.9, not unexpected in the wake 
of war. But since then it has continued to hover around 
28 per 1,000 population. Canada’s birt hrate, in fact, 
is one of the highest among the more industrialized 
countries of the world. 

Such a high birth rate is an advantage to a coun- 
try that needs more people, as Canada does, Natural 
increase, the excess of births over deaths, has account- 
ed for the greater part of our post-war addition of about 
five and a half million people. And the high proportion 
of younger persons in the populations is a forecast that 
our growth through natural increase is zoing to con- 
tinue at a good clip. 

However, there is one point that should not be lost 
to sight in our satisfaction with the fact that this Is 
getting to bea younger country. This is the point 
that as we increase the proportion of the population 
not in the working force, those who are actual pro- 
ducers have to work harder to provide for those, who

The committee will have no lack of starting points. 
It might start with the issue raised by the choice of 
a Manitoba site for nuclear research ,a decision hotly 
contested from Hiliott Lake. It might start with Pl- 
dorado’s activities in the bidding for contracts to 
extend its productive life. It might consider the claims 
for the establishment of a plant for enriching uranium. 

The possibilities, as is evident are numerous, 
Even beyond the importance of these considerations, 
however, is the continuing need to scrutinize at regular 
intervals the operations of crown corporations—par- 
ticularly when, as in the instance of Atomic Bnergy 
of Canada—they are intimately associated with an 
industry which is quite obviously in need of more 
constructive leadership than it has had, 

The arrangements made so far in dealing ‘with 
the industry are less than satisfactory. ‘There is too 
much uncertainty still about Canada's uranium pros- 
pects. The gap left by the stretchout is not being filled 
as adequately as was thought by the rationalization of 
uranium contracts. Canada ig fortunately situated 
insofar as its uranium reserves are concerned, The 
nagging doubt persits that all is’ not being done to 
make use of that potential, 


Perhaps the committee can ease those doubts by 


pointing the way towards a more constructive policy 
for government and Industry alike.

Potatoes Every Day Mean 
Good Eating, Good Heaita 
Cook potatoes in their skins 
instead of peeling them, ad- 
vises the Home Econimes Ser- 
vice of the Ontario Dept. of 
Agriculture. Ths method not 
only saves you work but also 
protects the fool value of the 
potato. When you pare pota- 
toes, you lose valuable miner- 
als and vitamins. Leaving the 
skins on during cooking pre- 
vents loss of these nutrients 
in the cooking water. ‘The skin 
slips off a cooked potato in 
a second, so whether they are 
to be served boiled, mashed, 
creamed or in a salad, remem- 
ber to cook them in their jac- 
kets. 

Also to preserve food value 
prepare potatoes just before 
mealtime; cook them coyered 
and in a small amount of boil- 
ing water; just cook until done 
and sérve immediately.

Look After Lilies Now 
For Easter Blooming 

With Easter not until the 
middle of April this year, this 
should be about the time to 
tend to potted bulbs. Raise the 
temperature of Waster lillies to 
65 degrees F., advise horticul- 
turists with the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


During growth, provide plen- 
ty of light and a moist soil. 
Until the small buds start to 
form, light spraying with a 
syringe is beneficial; after the 
buds set, moisture around the 
buds may cause rot. When 
the plants are six inches high, 
feed them with a complete sol- 
uble fertilizer, or a light nitro- 
gen fertilizer such as ammon- 
ium sulphate, every two or 
three weeks. 

When the buds are just vis- 
ible, the plant requires five 
weeks to flower if grown at 
60 degrees F. When the buds 
start to bend over, two weeks 
elapse until bloom. If the 
plants are late, raise the temp- 
erature to 65 degree or even 
70 degrees F. Blasting, or 
drying of the unopened flow- 
ers, is caused by too high a 
temperature or too dry an at- 
mosphere. Splitting of the flow- 
er may be due to a severe 
check in growth. 

After flowering, the bulbs 
are useless for forcing again. 
However, if the bloom is cut 
off and the bulbs are planted 
outdoors after frost, they may 
bloom again in the fall and 
sometimes will winter over if 
protected. 

Ever-Ready Mix For 
Tea Biscuits Pancakes, Waffles 
And Muffins 

This ever-ready mix sug- 
gested by the Home Hconmics 
Service of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is easy to 
prepare, quick and easy to use. 

Ingredients called for are: 

6 cups of sifted pastry flour 


ing powder, 3 teaspoons of salt 
1 cup or half a pound of short- 
ening. 

The method follows: 

1. Measure 3 cups of sifted 
flour into sifter. Add 3 tea- 
spoons of baking powder and 
1% teaspoons of salt. Sift dry 
ingredients into a large bowl. 
2. Repeat (1) with remaining 
dry ingredients. 3. Cut in 
fat with pastry blender or two 
knives until mixture resemb- 
les coarse meal. 4. Store in 
two one-quart jars. Cover with 
two thicknesses of wax paper, 
held in place with the emtal 
screw-top, Keep in a cold place. 

This mixture keeps well for 
at least four weeks. In fact, if 
a shortening which does not re- 
quire refrigeration is used, the 
mix may be stored on a cup- 
board shelf for at least twelve 
weeks. 

To make tea biscuits, use two 
cups of the above mix and one- 
half cup of milk.

Hot Muffins Can “Make” 

A Meal 

Most of the faults in muf- 

fins come from over-mixing 


advises the Home Bconomics 


Service of the Ontario Dept. 
of Agriculture. The object 
in mixing is merely to mois- 
ten the flour, not to produce 
a smooth, creamy batter as in 
making cake. A muffin bat- 
ter should be lumpy. Muffins 
should never be beaten. Mix- 
ing the dry and wet ingred- 
jents is done by drawing flour 
into the liquid. 

Best results are obtained 
when egg and milk are at 
room temperature. when melt 
ed fat is added to very zold 
milk and eggs, it becomes sol- 
id. Solid fat is not evenly 
distributed through the batter 
and poorer muffins result. 

When a muffin has a shiny 
surface, rises in peaks, is un- 
even in shape or has large 
holes inside, it has been over- 
mixed. ay 

A good muffin is even in 
shape, well browned, rough, 
pebbly and slightly round on 
top, even in texture, with no 
tunnels or large, uneven holes 
inside, light. 

For good muffins, remem- 
ber especially not to over-mix 
. . that melted shortening 
should be cooled but still li- 
quid and to use milk and eggs 
at room temperature.

Dr. Crowe disclosed that a 
‘small band near the top of 
the glass was believed to be 
causing the trouble. “I under- 
stand the beer must reach 
that mark on the glass,” de- 
clared the doctor. 

“All hotels are experiencing 
the same trouble,” declared 
the MOH. Dr. Crowe revealed 
that at the Canadian Legion 
draught beer was not sold so 
the same trouble was not be: 
ing encountered. “The Legion 
have always had a clean 
sheet”, the speaker said. 

It was revealed by Dr. Crowe 
that the managers were doing 
all in their power to alleviate 
the trouble but the bacterio- 
logical count nevertheless was 
still high.

High hay feeders were also 
high silage and hay-silage feed- 
ers, says the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture research- 
er. And apparently there’s 
the same spread between high 
and low feeders on all qualit- 
ies of hay. 

“Tlop silage feeders (no hay) 
at 130 pounds of silage per day 
compared to 83 pounds for the 
low group. Average was 104 
pounds,” says Stone. “Individ- 
ual cows ate about 12 to 15 
pounds more high quality hay 
than low quality hay but the 
cows that ate the most high 
quality hay still ate the most 
low quality hay. 

Reasons for the difference? 
Size and milk production, as 
expected, had a lot to do with 
it but other factors entered 
too. 

“Some 1100 pound cows ate 
more roughage than 1500 
pound cows, even though they 
produced the same amount of 
milk,” says Stone. “It looks as 
if the genes that control the 
inheritance of roughage con- 
sumption are as complicated as 
those that control milk produc- 
tion.” 

Stone’s- co-workers at 
Cornell are working on relating 
roughage consumption to size 
of barrel, heart, girth, height 
at shoulders, and length of 
body.

Start Soon On New 
County Park? 


Work on a new county park 
may be started this summer 
if the federal government 
agrees to sell the land. 

Victoria County’s parks com- 

mittee was informed on Fri- 
day that the government hop- 
ed to advise it by the end of 
February what could be done 
about the purchase of the re- 
quired land. 
. The proposed park site is 
located on Canal Lake, north 
of the portage road in Eldon 
Township. Acting on the pre- 
mise that the deal will go 
through, the committee has 
earmarked $3,000 to be spent 
on its development this sum- 
mer. The budget is subject 
to the approval of county 
council possibly when it meets 
next month, 


The project will last 5 years 
but there’s a chance they might 
come up with some physical 
characteristics, other than 
milk production and size, to 
relate to what makes a cow, 
eat a lot of roughage.

Canada’s prohibition against

High Cost of Drugs 


Lindsay Daily Post, 
Editorial Office. 
Dear Mr. Editor: 

Referring to last Friday’s 
jssue of The Post, Feb 5th, 
under the heading — View- 
point - Redefinition of Profit 
culled from — News Letter. 

Dr, Austin Smith evidently 
attempted to give his Montreal 
audience a brain full of mixed 
sedatives. The mixture prov- 
es to be nothing more, nor less, 
than a prescription of mixed up 
all sorts of platitudes. 

It would appear that his ref- 
erences to refrigerators, dent- 
ures, watches, etc., were in- 
tended to be stunnners; merely 
to knock his audience and/or 
others unconscious. 


Perhaps he forgets that the 
high price of many drugs has 
already done that to the healthy 
as well as the sick, and that 
nature has a way of bringing 
folks around to their senses. 
Redefinition of profit: — The 
Kefauver Subcommittee. It 
found that the average net re- 
turns on investment among 
drug companies (after spend- 
ing large sums of money on re- 
search, etc. etc.) amounted to 
21.4% after taxes. For the rest 
all manufacturing was 11% af- 
ter taxes. 

When you learn that cert- 

ain companies buy manufactur- 
ed drugs at 14 cents a gramme 
and resell them at 15 dollars a 
gramme; or importing another 
drug, Estradial, from France, 
bottle it at a cost of under 12 
cents for 60: tablets which go 
over the counter of our drug 
stores at not less that 14 dol- 
lars for the same amount. One 
begins to wonder, eh? 


Take another one—Predni- 
sone, an anti-arthrifis drug 
charged to druggists $170 per 
thousand tablets. When the U. 
S. A. Government tackled the 
problem the price dropped 
with a wallop to $26.63 for a 
thousand. 

And one more — Penicillin 
tablets sell under a trade name 
for $14.85 per hundred. The 
same tablet without a trade 
brand costs $3.75 per hundred. 

Now for the humble aspirin 
tablet (5 graine Salicylic Acid) 
List price is $2.80 a 1,000, 
wholesale $1.68. Nice profit. Of 
course what the individual 
shopper pays is his own busi- 
ness, as is also his preference 
for trade names.

firms who supply medicines 
spend up to 10% of their in-

Bread and Mercury 
Test More Successful 
Than Skeptics Thought 


A report received subse- 
quent to the finding of the 
body of Derek Hinton, one of 
the two boys drowned here 
last week indicated the bread 
and mercury test may have 
been more successful than 
skeptics thought. 

“Pete the Plumber”, is quot- 
ed as having said’ the body 
was recovered at a point in 
the river not far from where 
the loaf of bread injected 
with a pound of mereury sank 
. . . the mercury laden bread 
was set adrift near where the 
drownings were thought to 
have occurred and it drifted 
downstream for considerable 
distance before sinking. Tried 
at the request of several peo- 
ple who contended the mer- 
cury-laden bread would sub- 
merge when it had passed 
over a human body, there is 
now a strong belief that it 
performed as expected. The 
fact that the point at which 
it sank and where the body 
was found were separated by 
a short distance, is accounted 
for by some people by the 
fact that the current of the 
river would tend to continual: 
ly shift the body's location.

POWER AND CORRUPTION Ruck 
Having studied various countries in Europe, Asia, 


and North and South America, Professor Walter A. Lun- 
den of Iowa State University has concluded that rulers 
and bosses are generally smarter than the people they 
rule, but less ethical. And the professor went on to say, 
in a paper prepared for the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, that the greater the power 
of rulers, political leaders and hig executives, the more 
corrupt and criminal they tend to be, but as their power 
becomes limited, “criminality of rulers and executives 
tends to decrease qualitatively and quantitatively.” 


The professor leans to the opinion, and in some « 


instances supporting evidence would not be Jacking, that 
rulers become rulers because they are less ethical. An- 
other view, in support of which there is a good deal 
more evidence, is that rulers become less ethical when 
they hecome rulers. This latter idea was well summed 
up about 75 years ago by the British historian Lord 
Acton: “Power tends to corrupt; absolute power cor- 
rupts absolutely.” 


But whether rulers are rulers because they are 
Jess ethical or whether they are less ethical because 
they are rulers, it is generally recognized that when 
people as a group assign power they must also establish 
checks and counter-checks. In the field of voluntary asso- 
ciation there has been the recent example of some labor 
unions of the corruption that can grow when too much 
power is left in too few hands. In the field of business 
the one-man rule has generally given way to a pattern 
of authority shared by boards of directors, chairmen of 
boards, presidents and vice-presidents, all answerable 
to shareholders at open meetings. 


But of course it is in the field of government where 
Wwe must be particularly aware of the hazards of sur- 
rendering too much authority. The vast evils perpetuated 
under fascist and communist dictatorship are examples 
of the extreme. But there is hazard, too, in the far less 
extreme course of socialism—and the semi-socialism 
that too many Canadians seem willing to accept. The 
support for the planned economy, the demands for cradle 
to-grave welfarism, the acceptance of government's set- 
ting up in business through Crown corporations, the 
seeking for state-guaranteed security—all these require 
the delegation of authority from the public to the state. 


Indeed we still need to mark well Lord Acton’s 
warning: “Power tends to corrupt; absolute power cor- 
tupts absolutely.”—C, J. Harris.

New Drug Promises Help 

For Duodenal, Gastric Ulcers. 
Is your ulcer misbehaving? 
Are you doing everything your 
doctor advises and stil find no 
relief? 

Sometimes what works for 
one patient won't for another. 
A drug that will bring comfort 
to Mr. Smith may not help Mr. 
Jones. 

T have been reading of a new 
drug in the management of 
duodenal or gastric ulcer. Dr. 
A. Winkelstein has reported 
the study of 87 patients in the 
American Journal of Gastroen- 
terology, 

He used oxyphencyclimine 
(trade name: Daricon). He 
found that it gave good symp- 
tomatic relief in all but three 
patients. 

He concluded: “This drug 
appears to be a valuable agent, 
useful as an adjunct in the 
management of acute severe 
ulcer patients, for the initial) 
treatment in the milder acute 
cases, and for day-to-day main- 
tenance of all peptic ulcer pa- 
tients.” :

Undiagnosed Underactive 
Thyroid 

I keep advising readers to be 
sure they have an evaluation 
of their thyroid gland when 
they don’t seem to feel better. 
People say I’m tired because 
I’m anemic’’ —or, “my nerves 
have been getting me low’— 
or, “I can’t understand it — 
nothing definite seems to be 
wrong.” 

When I ask these patients if 
they have ever had any investi- 
gation of their thyroid gland 
they say “no.” 

I was happy, therefore, to 
read of the work of Dr. H. A. 
Bloomer and Dr. L, H. Kyle, 
reported in a recent issue of| 
the Archives of Internal Med- 
icine. In a review of 80 cases 
of myxoedema (low thyroid 
action) diagnosed at George- 
town University School of Med- 
icine they found that the pa- 
tients had symptoms for an av- 
erage of four years before be-| 
ing correctly diagnosed.

British sources say the western powers intend to 
propose to the Soviet Union an all-Germany plebiscite 
to determine the future of the divided nation. Sources

—the plan will be presented to Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev at the Wast-West summit conference in Paris in 
mid-May.

LAUNCHED IN 1961 
The first foreign-made satellite to be put into orbit 
by the United States will be a Canadian space device 
which is designed to proble the upper ionosphere, The 
National Aeronautics and Space administration has 
agreed to carry the satellite aloft in the nose cone of 
a three-stage Thor-Delta rocket from Vandenberg Air 
Force base in November, 1961.

ERITICS OF U.S. INVESTMENT 
SHOULD GO EASY 

There was a time, not so many years ago, when 
Canada’s adverse balance of commodity trade with the 
United States was counterbalanced in no negligible de- 
gree by a favorable balance in our tourist trade with 
our big neighbor. This, in recent years, has suffered 
a reversal in trend and today, tourism contributes to 
a fairly considerable extent to our over-all unfavor- 
able balance with the U.S. 

For many years, our life insurance companies played 
a fairly important role in our hidden balance of trade 
with the United States, premiums paid by U.S. citizens 
tc Canadian companies being materially higher than 
those paid by Canadians to U.S. institutions. Here again, 
according to figures compiled by the Canadian Life In- 
surance Gfficers Association, we have been losing ground 
steadily. 

During 1958, the figures show premiums paid to 
12 Canadian companies by U.S. policyholders totalled 
$207 million, against $200 million paid by Canadian 
pclicy holders to the 37 U.S. life companies in business 
‘n Canada. 

Annuity business which favors Canadian companies 
five to one gives Canada ifs lead, it is pointed out. 

The small balance of $7 million in Canada’s favor 
last year compares with one of $12 million in 1957 and 
$17 million in 1956. All of which raises the question 
as to how Canada would fare in the event of any 
marked reduction in the flow of U.S. capital into the 
country. Already there are signs of a slackening off; 
which gives our crusaders against U.S. control of Cana- 
dian industry food for thought.——Financial Times

To reach this startling conclusion the CLO applies 
what can be described only as a pretty loose rule of 
the thumb. Using an international study prepared by 
two U.S. Labour Department economists, the CLG ex- 
presses per capita labour income as a percentage ratio 
of each country’s gross national product. By this 
formula, the CLC claims, output costs less for labour 
in Canada than in the other countries listed. 

It is difficult to come to grips with an argument 
that plucks such a particularization out of such a gen- 
eralization. However, it would seem that to compute 
labour income on a per centage basis could easily give 
a distorted view of the earnings of the actual workers 
in the various countries, Our population has a high pro-' 
rortion of children, and, In contract to some other 
countries, children here are not wage-earners. Rola- 


tively few of our older people are compelled by economic 
necessity to work as long as they can walk, and it is 
likely that in other countries more women are both 
housewives and wage-earners, Thus 4 per capita 
earning figure could be a faulty basis of international 
comparison, 

Despite all the Involved statistical evidence that 
may be offered, it flies in the face of reason to claim 
that lower wages in such countries as Japan and West 
Germany have nothing to do with the fact that their 
producers can undersell us in export markets and even 
in the Canadian market. The GLC is not alone in 
wanting the Incomes of Canadians to be as high as 
possible, but its leaders are simply burying their heads 
in the sand if they will not recognize that what Cana- 
dian workers want are steady 
not higher wages and no work.

All ingredients should be at 
room temperature for combin-| 
ing into a cake batter. At) 
room temperature, fats cream 
best and egg whites beat to a 
greater volume. Cold eggs or} 
cold milk may cause separa-| 
tion or curdling of the cream-| 
ed mixture, warns the Home 
Economics Service of the Ont-| 
ario Department of Agricult-) 
ure. 


The size of cake pan makes 
a difference, so use standard| 
sizes. Fill cake pans only half 
full of batter for best results: 
Cake should rise just to the top 
of the panin order to brown 
well and give finest quality. 
Prepare the pans before 
starting to mix the cake. With 
pans for sponge, angel or 
chiffon cakes, do not grease or 
line with paper. For other 
types of cake, line the bottom 
of the pan with wax paper. Do 
not grease the sides, however, 
since a larger cake results when 
the sides of the pan are not 
greased. Special care is nec- 
essary in preparing pans for 
certain cakes, such as fruit 
cake and gum drop cake.

From Unrelated Families 
Four Ivies Differ Widely 
English Ivy, German’ Ivy, 
Grape Ivy and Kenilworth Ivy, 
all commonly called ivy, ave 
popular house plants. Howev- 
er, they belong to widely dif- 
ferent and unrelated families, 
according to the Ontario Dept. 
of Agriculture horticulturists. 
Some varieties of English 
ivy are dwarf, with small 
leaves, while others are tall 
plants with large leaves. Both 
types have green or yariegat- 
ed leaves, depending on the 
variety. English ivy is attrac- 
tive when planted in pots and 
trained on a trellis or other 
support, in hanging baskets, 
in bracket pots, in window 
boxes, or in water culture. 
This ivy is highly resistant 
to dry air, high temperatures 
and changes of temperature. 
Some of the dwarf types are 
not good climbers but thrive 
as trailers or creepers. 

To propagate root tip cut- 
tings in sand or water. If 
placed in water, the cuttings 
should be seven or eight inch- 
es long and the bottom leaves 
should be removed so they 
will not rot. Keep cuttings in 
subdued light until they are 
rooted and then pot them in 
a soil mixture high in organic 
matter.

Annexation Hearing Co 


Decision reserved . . . That's 
the way things stand in the 
wake of the Lindsay vs. Ops 
Township annexation hearing 
which concluded here early 
Thursday evening. 

Hearing chairman C. F. Nunn 
of the Ontario Municipal Board 
directed a pointed question at 
Ops Counsel W. J. Arthur Pair 
as the latter summarized his 
case for Ops Township. He 
asked Mr. Fair how he account 
ed for the fact that throughout 
the prolonged hearing, “we 
haven’t heard from one man, 
apart from elected or appoint-| 
ed representatives, who oppos- 
ed the idea of annexation.” 

Mr. Fair replied that he pre- 
sumed this was probably at- 
tributable to the fact that the 
people in the municipality left 
matters such as this entirely 
with their council. 

The hearing chairman recal- 
led that in 1952, during an an- 
nexation hearing in Peterbor- 
ough, 142 people from the rur- 
al area proposed to be annex- 
ed wanted to be heard in oppo- 
sition. 

Summarizing the case for 
the town, Acting Town Solic-| 
itor Jos. Staples said he 
thought the town had’ estab-| 
lished its case for annexation 
in its evidence. Mr. Staples 
said this application, as all an- 
nexation applications are, was 
unusual. In this case, he said, 
the town was trying to annex 
an area not extensively devel- 
oped and by doing so, was try- 
ing to head off problems which 
would accrue if the area were 
allowed to develop without 
proper direction and proper 
planning. 

Harking back fo the days 
when the townsite was first 
mapped out, Mr. Staples said 
the 1,500 acres then set aside 
for Lindsay must have looked 
like a tremendous area in the 
eyes of the 100 or so inhabit- 
ants at that time. Mr. Staples 
said that without additional 
land the town would suffocate 

.... It was, he said, necessary 

for the growth of the town. He 

said evidence heard during the 
hearing indicated the economy 
of the town had changed in the 
last few years . . . That the 
change to the present diversif- 
ied economy indicated growth. 
He pointed out that the 4,300 
acres proposed for annexation 
was not immediately available 
or useable land and noted that 
the town had indicated its fis- 
cal ability to provide services 
the area proposed to be annex-

One substantial reason for 
annexation, Mr. Staples assert- 
ed, was the benefits to be bes- 
towed upon the residents of’ 
the area themselves. Evidence 
had indicated tha people in the 
area would come out pretty 
well on a par financially with 
the residents of the present 
town and at the same time en- 
joy more extensive services. 
Mr. Staples also expressed the 
opinion that the boundaries of 
the proposed annexation area 
were natural ones and said he 
felt the entire area applied for 
should be granted to the town 
of Lindsay. 

Mr. W. J. Arthur Fair, in his 
summary for Ops Township, | 
declared Lindsay to be esseh- 
tially an agricultural town. and 
said it was very hard to con- 
vert to an industrial town. 
“Where,” he asked, “do peo- 
ple get the idea that because 
you open up some land, it’s 
going to make the town grow?”
